EDITORS' NOTE OF MEETING, 27 OCT 1993, TOWN HALL _7.302M 

CLLR GARVEY In view of recent press reports, Cllr Garvey had asked whether PC wished 
her to resign. After two secret ballots, PC concluded that the decision was a matter 
for Cllr Garvey. 

FOOTPATHS Clifton path will be reinstated bit-by-bit by OCC. Hempton path is not 
quite completed. 

PARISH APPRAISAL has drawn a 68.7% return [EXCELLENT - EDS]. Processing and analysis 
will cost £300-£400. There will be a full report to PC in November. 

CHERWELL IN BLOOM awards - a silver tray and 2 certificates - will be displayed until 
Christmas in Hayward White's window in Deddington Market Place. Environment Committee 
to consider whether the parish should run its own ‘in bloom' competition jointly with 
Deddington Gardeners and the School. 

DEDDINGTON CHARITY ESTATES held their first meeting (with PC represented) in 


September. Charity Commissioners to be asked to provide appropriate Rules and 
Regulations urgently. Necessary repairs to Town Hall could cost £5,500-£6,500, but 
who is responsible? While that is being sorted out; PC to ensure that brickwork 
exposed during recent investigations is protected. This is urgent. 

TRAFFIC CALMING Priority signs at the Chapel Square pinchpoints are the wrong way 
round. This is dangerous and OCC should correct them without delay. The proposed new 
position for the High Street refuge could adversely affect nearby businesses, which 
have not been consulted. OCC engineer to be invited to an on-site meeting to review 
the position. 

COAT OF ARMS inauguration ceremony will be on 16 April 1994 and all residents will be 
invited. The occasion will be a major event, with processions, a band, market place 
stalls etc. The day could also mark the centenary of the formation of Parish 
Councils. [THE PARISH CHURCH IS PLANNING A CRAFTS EXHIBITION FOR JUNE 1994; AND THERE 
IS A SUGGESTION. THAT DEDDINGTON PUDDEN PIE FAIR SHOULD BE REVIVED (see letter, p.6) 
A FEAST OF FETES IN 94? - EDS]. Marketing, licensing and promotional arrangements for 
the Coat of Arms are being developed. 

GRASS CUTTING If PC takes over CDC's grass-cutting responsibilities, and receives 
£1,100, all grass in the village (other than the Castle Grounds and Windmill complex) 
could be cut 7 times a year at no extra cost compared with the part-job being done at 
present. Agreed nem con. The Rifle Range site and the ditch at the Castle Grounds 
need cleaning up and tidying. Total cost £410 + VAT agreed. PC noted that the Castle 
Grounds pavilion will be demolished when DTFC moves to the Windmill complex. 

GRANTS 1. The Parish Church at last has a Faculty (ie permission from the Church 
authorities) to go ahead with installing the kitchen and toilets already agreed by PC. 
However the tender was fixed in April and the price has gone up by about £2,000. PC 
will not increase the original grant ~ any shortfall is a matter for the church. 

2. Playgroup fencing is a PC responsibility, which consultants Woolerton Truscott 
estimate might cost £3,800. PC to discuss specification with Playgroup before going 
out to tender. 3. Holly Tree Club land is on a 99-year lease to Deddington Housing 
Association. PC to consider implications, and meanwhile will pay for stonework to 
replace rotten woodwork under window. .

PC concerned about 
access problems. D/Cllr Davis undertook to visit the site and maintain liaison with 
CDC Development Conmittee.

WINDMILL COMPLEX Building delays now likely to exceed 8 weeks. A Certificate of non 
campletion was served on 14 October. No agreement yet on how any additional costs 
will be attributed. Cllr O'Brien reported that provision for a potential claim against 
PC, plus additional work about £3,000 over budget, plus “bits and pieces’ meant that 
additional expenditure would be needed. He suggested that ‘interest accrued’ 
(£14,752), which had originally been earmarked for the multi-use pitch, should be 
diverted to meet the expected shortfall. Cllrs expressed concern that security and 
the quality of the interior of the building should be safeguarded and that tight © 
control should be exercised on the “bits and pieces’. . 
INVESTMENT OF PARISH FUNDS £450,000 at 8.3 percent, £380,000 at 5.125 percent, 
£11,000 at 4.125 percent and £39,000 at 2.625 percent. TOTAL £880,000. 

ACCOUNTS PASSED FOR PAYMENT included Barrett Construction (4th stage) £102,000. 
PUBLIC NOTICE BOARD at Hempton, not allowed in the church porch, will be installed on 
adjacent private land (courtesy of Wayne Grant) at an additional cost of £90. 
OXFORDSHIRE RURAL COMMUNITY COUNCIL was awarded a PC grant of £15. Oxfordshire 
Playing Fields Association's request for £25 grarit was declined. 
WAR MEMORIAL PC was asked to consider (again) a request that the war memorial should 
be moved from the Churchyard extension to the Market Place. Environment Committee to 
review and report back.

THE WAY WE WERE 


DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO 


by Buffy Heywood 


150 years ago the Rev Cotton Risley was Vicar of Deddington and a local Magistrate. 
He kept a daily diary, and all those that survive are in the Bodleian Library in 
Oxford. There are no entries in the diaries for November 1843 as Rev Risley spent 
the month in Brighton, so I am giving here extracts from December. 


2ND DECEMBER Granted a summons against 
a Beerhouse keeper here for selling 
beer at improper hours - he was fined 
30/-d. inclusive of costs at the 
Magistrates’ meeting. ' 

5TH DECEMBER I committed a fortune 
telling woman to Oxford Castle for two 
months for swindling a young woman from 
Adderbury West out of 3/-d. and giving 
her two farthings in return - she was 
well known at Cambridge. 

15TH .DECEMBER Heard from Plowman & 
Luck of Oxford stating that the stone 
crosses ordered by me for our Church 
would be at Aynho Wharf this evening. 

16TH DECEMBER Dean and French, the two 
butchers, killed their Xmas beef, fed 
by me and sold to them by Mr Stilgoe, 
12 score beasts or nearly so. £23 the 


price of the ox and £24 the cow. 

18TH DECEMBER I ordered our bull which 
had been up feeding for some time to be . 
killed and distributed to the poor. 
22ND DECEMBER All the widows in the 
Parish and hamlets received a quarter 
pound of tea each from Susan as a Xmas 
Box, 42 in number. [THE TOTAL 
POPULATION WAS ABOUT 1750 - EDS] I was 
busied the whole day in superintending 
the distribution of beef and mutton in 
certain quantities to all the poor 
families in Deddington and hamlets. 
26TH DECEMBER I committed a woman for 
trial to the Sessions for stealing a 
wedding ring, belonging to Sophia 
Mason, it was gold and worth 2/3d. 
This woman had been previously 
convicted of felony. 


IT WAS GREAT 
We had shops of all sorts in Deddington 
- 3 bakeries, 4 confectioners, shops to 
satisfy all our needs from nobbed pins 
to furniture, screws to motor cycles, 
and later cars. Concerts 
performed by the WI under the guidance 
of Mrs Smithins. 
I was on the stage at the tender age of 
3, playing cock-robin and doing all 
sorts of plays, 2 pantomimes, May Day 
dances and folk dancing. t.aetill 
remember the Flower Show and Wilsons 
Fairs in the Castle Grounds in August 
each year, when we children were called 
upon to help clear up the mess.

We paid 1d. to join the girls club, 
held in the rectory, where we did a lot 
of interesting things like using 
seagrass. We learned to play tennis on 
the Earls Lane courts, sadly no longer 
there. 

We did Nativity plays at Xmas in the 
church, which was packed. On one 
occasion we sang carols at a big choral 
event, where a large number of choirs 
took part. It was great and we had fun 
doing it.

10 FACTS ABOUT DEDDINGTON, CLIFTON AND HEMPTON 


1. “TON' or “TUN' means ‘village’ 

2. DEDDINGTON means ‘village of Deda's 
people’ 3. HEMPTON means “high 
village’ 4. CLIFTON means ‘village 
on the river bank' 5. Nothing is 
known for sure about any of the three 
villages before the Norman Conquest in 
1066. 6. Not long after the Conquest, 
Deddington was a large and valuable 
estate with a castle. Bishop Odo of 
Bayeux held it until 1086. 7. The 
parish church of St Peter & St Paul 
dates from before the 13th century when 
there was a major rebuilding, with 
further alterations and additions in 
the 14th and 15th centuries. In 1634 
the tower fell down and was rebuilt 
from the ground up by the end of the 
17th century. There were further 
alterations in the 19th century. 
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8. The church of St John the Evangalist 
at Hempton was built in 1850-51. There 
may have been a medieval chapel in the 
village. 9. The chapel of St James 
the Great at Clifton was built in 1851, 
declared redundant in 1974 and sold off 
a year later. 10. Nonconformists used 
a number of houses and other buildings 
up to the mid-19th century. The 
Wesleyan church in Chapel Square was 
rebuilt in 1849. The Congregational 
church in New Street dates from 1881 
and the former Salvation Army barracks 
from 1898. Hempton Chapel was closed 
in 1956, and Clifton Chapel in the 
1970s.

On top of information provided in the pages of The Deddington News, 
electors of Hempton now have NO excuse for saying they don't know what is being 
decided in their name. 

I still hear the occasional murmur that expenditure on the footpath was a waste of 
money - along with that on flower beds and a coat of arms of course - but one cannot 
please everybody. On the whole walkers, joggers and cyclists seem delighted to be 
able to pass in comparative safety. The brisk have been trundling shopping trollies 
to stores and library, so combining healthy exercise with fuel economy. The not so 
. brisk, both two- and four-legged, are grateful for a level walk unbothered by traffic. 
I hear that persons from Deddington have been seen walking their dogs WESTWARD from 
the cemetery gates - pushing back the frontier as one might say! 

Neighbours do not seem anxious to rush into print, but one has kindly given me his 
considered opinion, as follows: "In the spirit of Flanders and Swann we Hemptonians 
might sing: “Twas on a Monday morning the BT men came to call..." for our smooth new 
path to Deddington has already been deflowered.

Why can't the different utilities who have an interest in 
the same stretch of road get their act together? Put down - pull up... It makes very 
little sense, except to recall the make-work policies of the 2nd French Republic which 
set labourers to dig a deep hole in the morning - and fill it up in the afternoon. 
But we must be grateful for the pathway which has made walking to Deddington a great 
deal safer. Now we must turn our attention to the “Gut". The nocturnal screeches of 
brakes and the fresh streaks of burnt rubber on asphalt which the morning reveals bear 
witness to the many close shaves which take place there all too often, with tragedy 
peeping round the corner all the time. Not that we should want to follow the 
“traffic-calming' arrangements at Croughton which could be better described as 
“traffic-enraging', as well as flying in the face of the recommendations of the Road 
Research Laboratory by putting up unlit cast iron bollards on the carriageway - to 
mutilate, sooner or later, an unwary driver and his passenger late at night. But 
surely the Parish Council could seek recommendations from the RSL to see what can be 
done in our case?”
